The latest to enter this field is 


the Standard Oil Company of New 


| Jersey, which plans to sell auto- 
mobile tires at its various service 
stations. The company plans to 


place the tires on sale in New Jer- 
sev, Virginia, West Virginia. Mary- 
land, District of Columbia and 
North and South Carolina. 

It has also been proposed that 
the Standard Oi] Company of Penn- 
sylvania, subsidiary of the New 
Jersey Standard, undertake the ex- 
periment in that state. The idea of 
marketing tires at gasoline service 
stations has already been tried by 
the Colonial Beacon Oil Company 
in New York and New England, an- 
other Standard subsidiary. 

The tires will be supplied by a 
concern which does not manufac- 
ture tires sold under its name, ac- 
cording to information in the local 
trade, and it is believed to be the 
sales representative of one of the 
rubber manufacturers. The idea otf 
selling tires at gasoline service sta- 
tions is also said to have been based 
on the “one-stop” service stations 
erected in several sections of the 
country by the Firestone Tire and 
Rubber Company and the B. F. 
Goodrich Company. 

In the meanwhile, the dealership 


devoted to the sale of 


tires is rapidly diminishing as the 
result of competition which has de- 
veloped in tire selling under many 
forms. Government figures disclose 
that dealers numbered 22,332 
last April, as compared with 25,245 
one year previous. Moreover, the 
average number of tires in tire deal- 
ers’ hands this year totaled only 
75.1, as against 94.4 tires in each 
dealer’s hands a year ago. 

The tire dealer, as a measure of 
self-defense, has likewise entered 
the fields heretofore reserved ex- 
clusively te others, automobile bat- 
teries being an example. These 
dealers have styled themselves as 
“super-service” shops, and many of 
them have fared substantially better 
than when they devoted themselves 
exclusively to tire sales. 

In contrast to the recent price 
trend for tires, batteries have been 
advanced in price on several acca- 
sions this year, the most recent one 
being on July 1. Manufacturers 
also have modified their price guar- 
antees to dealers in favor of the 
latter. while others have eliminated 
entirely the cheaper lines. 

While openly encouraging com- 
petition against the small dealer, 
some tire manufacturers last June 
made adjustments in the price 
schedule which favored the small 
dealer rather than his larger com- 
petitor. it is stated in the trade. 
This has placed the small dealer in 
a better position to cope ‘vith the 
mail order competition.

On deep cuts, some users have 
cooled the drill point in oil between 
The practice of starting a 
new cut in a drilled hole or cooling 


the drill in oil are special exceptions 
to the general recommendations 
made above, but_in the cases men- 
tioned have proven to be practical. 

It is goo’ economy for the oper- 
ator to note the condition of the 
cutting edges and corners as drilling 
proceeds. If the corners are dull 
ior ,'s inch to 's inch back, it is 
advisable to remove the drill and 


regrind, although it apparentiy is 
cutting satisfactorily. By so doing, 
maximum holes per drill will be 
obtained rather than a few more 


holes per grind. 


When the crill requires repoint- 


ing, the instructions given here- 
with sheuld be followed care- 
fully. Also note the vnoint of the 


drill as received from the factory.

As shown in the 
diagram, the point angle is 68 de- 
grees, the cone angle is 120 degrees, 
and the lip clearance 6 to 8 degrees 
In order to reduce the rake angle 
and give a stronger cutting edge, 
a flat section is ground on the !ips 
as shown. This grinding operation 
also thins the web down to about 
it was before, or to 
about one-eighth of the diameter 
of the drill. Be careful not to blunt 
the edge so that a negative rake is 
produced. 

In addition to high manganese 
steel drilling, Hercules Major drills 
have been used successfully on dif- 
ficult cast iron and alloy steel drill- 
ing application—applications which 
were beyond the capacity of regular 
high-speed drills.

Figure 1 shows the correct point 
angle, clearance angle and appear- 

ance of the blunted cutting edge. 
Figure 2 shows a method of 
blunting the cutting edge and re- 
ducing the rake angle. The lip of 
the drill is placed against the side 
of a grinding wheel in such a man- 
ner that the web is thinned at the 
same time the edge is blunted. This 
newly ground face should be parallel 
to the axis of the drill, or in other 
words, producing a_ rake angle 


| which is less than 90 degrees. About 


one-half of the width of the mar- 
gin is removed in this operation. 

Figures 3 show a correctly point- 
ed Hercules Major drill. 

Hercules Major drills should be 
ground with the same wheel and 
the same care as is the recommend- 
ed practice for regular high-speed 
drills. Be careful not to discolor or 
burn the drill edges when grinding, 
and do not place the drill in cold 
water to cool.
